An expanded winter break - be- 


‘tween quarters or semesters per- 


mits these schools to turn back 
the temperature in their dormitor- 
ies .and classroom buildings to 
achieve greater fuel savings. For 
many smaller schools, operating 
costs have misen to critical levels. 
Unless they cut their fuel budgets, 
many may be forced to close. Be- 
cause ofa Veteran’s Administra- 
tion regulation,- however, those 
schools with a high percentage of 
veterans enrolled under GI bill 
educational benefits have been.

Under previous Veterans Ad-

Telephone Tax Repeal Signed 
Into Law 


‘On September 8, I introduced 
legislation in the House to repeal 
an Internal Revenue Service de- 
cision ‘vhich has forced Maine 
residents to pay higher taxes on 
their telephone bills, 

Under present law, the Federal 
government imposes a 5% com- 
munications tax on individual 
telephone bills, (This tax is sched- 
uled to be phased out over a five 
year period.) The Interna] Revenue 
Service ruled earlier this year that 
State sales tax must be added to 
the phone charges on which the 
5% Federal telephone tax is based.

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EIGHT BOND QUESTIONS 
FACE VOTERS ON DEC, 5

While about 66% of Maine 
voters remain undesided in the 


Uniform State Property Tax ques- - 


tion, according to a recent Univer- 
sity of Maine poll, $65.4 million 
in bond issues also await the vot- 
ers approval on Dee, 5, Although 
it appears the voter faces a simple 
yes or no vote, the wording of the 
questions arid the brief explana- 
tions written by the Attorney 
General’s office give little inform- 
ation on what the choices mean. 
The bond issues up for referendum 
originated in the First Regular 
Session of the 108th Legislature, 
The bill as. passed by the legisla- 
ture often gives only an idea of 
who will spend the money and 
how, Sometimes, as in the case of 
Question 1, which asks the voters 
to approve $30 million for pollu- 
tion abatement, there is substan- 
tially more money involved from 
other sources; ; 

Nearly $11 million in all is 
is represented in Question One, 
which asks the voters to ratify a 
bond issue for the. planning, con- 
struction, and equipment for pol- 
lution abatement . facilities 
throughout the state. The 30 mil- 
jion dollars. represents . only 
be. spent for pollution. control. 
Federal funds will account for 
75% ‘of the cost of these facilities, 
with the remaining 10% coming 
from local. monies. According to 
Henry Warren, Commissioner of 
the Department of Environmental 
Protection, about 80 projects’ now 
in the planning stages would be 
partially funded if the bond issue 
is successful. Pollution abatement 
facilities currently under con- 
struction will not be affected by 
the vote.

project money from the Federal 
government. Sometimes, because of 
Federal funding laws and the size 
of a job, projects are started with 
seed money and depend on a bond 
issue for completion. Such has the 
Gardiner-Randolph bridge project, 
which DOT officials say has had 
about $5 million put into eng- 
ineering, right-of-way acquisition, 
and substructure. work. The De- 
partment needs another $3.5 mil- 
lion from the Dec. 5 bond to 
complete its plans. By voting no, 
voters could stop this project, but 
also included in the question is 
the completion of projects to 
widen and pave many of Maine's 
worst roads, Like the rest of the 
referendum questions, the whole 
bond is voted on and voters cannot 
pick and choose which projects 
they wish to see completed, 

Twenty-six airports in Maine 
would benefit from a yes vote on 
Question 6, A $1.8 million bond 
would create the potential for an- 
other ten million dollars in match- 
ing Federal funds. A local airport 
project that needs funds would 
mot receive state money until Fed- 
eral funds are approved for the 
airport, Portland, Bangor and Au- 
gusta would be in line for major 
Shares of the bond issue but many 
smaller airports state wide are 
Specified for help. 

The Auburn-Lewiston Airport is 
slated for $36,300 if the bond issue 
passes. 

Questions two, three and four 
all deal with educational facilities,

classifies the new Orono building 
as an “nvironmental Science 
Building”. University officials say 
the .studies. at the building. will 
emphasize the environmental im- 
pacts of papermaking. 

On the more mechanical side of 
education, the Vocational Techni- 
cal Institute system in Maine 
stands to gain from Question 4. 
A 3.7 million bond would aid in 
the construction of major projects 
at all four institutes. A multi-pur- 
pose instructional building at 
Presque Isle would cost $1.4 mil- 
lion and an educational wing at 
Central Maine Vo-Tech in Auburn; 
one million dollars. At South 
Portland facilities for teaching 
building construction skills’ will 
cost $564,000 and in Bangor a 
Mechanicals Building requires 
$726,000. 

Keeping up with energy conser- 
vation themes is the idea behind 
Question five, which would put 
$5 million into energy conserva- 
tion projects for state owned 
buildings and five million into 
public schools. The money for the 
public schools will pay for 90% 
of the improvements with the local 
school systems picking up the 
rest. Energy conservation projects 
started after June 1, 1977 might 
be eligible for this aid. 

Once again, the establishment of 
‘a Mainé Veterans Home is up for 
vote. The $2.1 million bond is for 
the construction of the home for 
support and cere of honorably dis- 
charged veterans, who served in 
‘any war, including the Korean and 
Vietnam conflicts. A Board of 
Trustees, all of whom must be 
veterans, will be responsible for 
the administration of the home 
and the selection of the adminis- 
trator, 

All bonds being voted on would

On Dec: 5 the eight proposed 
bond issues that were passed by 
the 108th Legislature will go to 
the voters for’ a. final decision. 
Here is a brief summary of the 
first five of the $65 million bond 
issues that will be accompanying 
the Uniform Property. tax ques- 
tion. 
Bond Issue #1 is in the amount 


G. of $30,000,000 for the planning, 


construction and equipment of Pol- 
lution Abatement Facilities. These 
bonds are to be used by the state 
to continue helping communities 
meet Federal and State water pol- 
lution: laws. From this the state 
can continue to pay 15% of the. 
eost of local water pollution abate- 
ment facilities. Local governments - 
pay 10% of the cost and Federal 
government provides 75%. This 
degislation was sponsored by Rep. 
Donald Hall. and myself, 

Bond Issue #2 is in the amount 
of $300,000 for the renovation of 
Leavitt Hall at the Maine Maritime 
Academy in Castine. as 

#3 proposes a $5.9 million bond. 
issue ‘for the construction and re- 
novation of higher education facil-. 
ties at the University of Maine. 
These bonds shall be expended: un- 
der the direction and supervision 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
University of Maine with the ap- 
proval of the Bureau of Public Im- 
provements.
